A STORY OF THE REBELLION 


The Killing of a Confederate Colonel 


W ill Result In An Increase 


of a Pension. 


The piettire of J udge Dav id Kiiisey , 
of this city , true to life, was printeii 
in Sunday ’s St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 


together with the following tmder a 


Sedalia date: 
Kx -.fustice of the Peace Dav id Kin­ 


sey , whose special pension bill of $2d 
a month has passed the house, and is 
now pending in the senate, is j)robably 


the only man in Missouri who will 
become a ward of the gov ernineiit for 


the killing of a confederate colonel, 
and who was aided by a confederate 
post in getting his bill through con­ 


gress. 
J udge Kinsey was born at Day ton, 


O., J uly 8, 18 44, and in August, 18t>2. 
enlisted as a priv ate in Company K, 


Xinety -third Ohio infantry , under Col. 
Charles C. Anderson. 
At the battle of Chickamauga.Tenn., 
K insey v v as one of the v olunteers from 
his regim ent to go to the front and 
rout the rebel sharpshooters. 
The 
task was under way when Col. W. B. 
Richmond, of Gallatin, Tenn.. rode up­ 
on the field and was shot and killed 
by y oung Kinsey . 
On searching the clothing of the 
dead officer the federá is found papers 
of v alue, as well as maps of the coun­ 
try . together miih a detailed state­ 
ment of the number of troops in that 
im m ediate section and points of con­ 
templated attacks by the confeder­ 
ates. 
K insey retained possession f)f the 
sword and belt of Col. Richmond, and 
on the fiy -leaf of a memorandum book 
found the following inscription: 
“ This is the body 
of 
Col. W. B. 
Richmond. 
On deliv ery at Gallatin, 
Tenn., the deliv erer will be paid $500 
in gold.” 
Also on the person of the deceased 
was found a letter bearing the signa­ 
ture of J efferson Dav is, president of 
the Confederacy , granting the bearer 
l)erm ission to pass through 
all the 
lines of the army , either day or night. 
All of the papers were forwarded to 
Gen. Thomas, in command of the fed­ 
eral forces, who sent to y oung Kinsey 
a letter 
of 
thanks. 
Arrangements 
were being made to place the body of 
Col. Richmond in an ambulance, when 
the confederates made a charge and 
recov ered the body , and it was nev er 
again seen by the federá is. 
At the battle of M issionary Ridge 
K insey wa^ twice wounded in the left 
thigh, nec <sitating his return home, 
and he w* s finally discharged. 
Nine 
day s later he re-enlisted and wJ th a 
com m ission as a lieutenant was 
as­ 
signed to Company B of the Eighty - 
first Ohio infantry , in which he serv ed 
until the close of the w^ar, when he 
was mustered out at Columbus, O. 
August 31, 18 65, Lieut. K insey was 
married at Columbus to Miss Amanda 
Kllery , and on the following day he 
receiv ed a letter from the mother of 
Col. Richmond 
at 
Gallatin, Tenn., 
stating that she had learned that he 
w as in possession of the sword w'orn 
by her son. Col. Richmond, when he 
was killed at Chickamauga. 
She desired the sword, Mrs. Rich­ 
mond wrote, and was willing to giv e 
$500 in gold for it, as it was a present 
from the ladies of Gallatin. 
Lieut. K insey replied that the sw^ord 
was his by right 
of conquest 
and 
m oney could not purchase it. 
There 
w as one way , howev er, that he would 
consent to giv e the sword into the 
keeping of Mrs. Richmond, and that 
was the receipt of a letter ^rom her 
forgiv ing him for the' killing of her 


son. 
A few day s later the desired letter 
was receiv ed by Lieut. Kinsey , when

Her father learned of her whereabouts 
through the papers, and has arrived 
in Marshall.
